Wasnixcton, December 16.—The invitations 
sept out by the secretary of state, in the name 
of the president, for the ceremonies in Wash- 
ington, connected with the opening of the 
World’s exposition at New Orieans, named 
the hour of 12:30 p. m. as the time when the 
formal exercises at the executive mansion 
would begin. Before that hour this afternoon 
: hundred and fifty or two hundred invited 
guests, comprising some of the best known 
people of Washington, and including a large 
humber of ladies, assembled in the spacious 
“east room” of the presidential residence, 
where the ceremonies were to take place. 

TIE APPEARANCE OF THE ROOM. 

No attempt had been made to decorate the 
room, and it appeared precisely as usual, ex- 
cept ths

table besring a telegraph instrument, and that 
behind it, on a large easel, was a large picture 
of the New £Orleans expossion buildings and 
grounds, be autifully framed in fresh rosebuds 
and carnations, interwoven with smilax and 
maiden’s hair ferns.

Moment after moment 
passed after the president had taken his posi- 
tion without bringing any announcement from 
New Orleans that the managers there were 
ready to proceed with the exercises, and the 
situation finally seemed to become a little em- 
bsrrassing to all concerned, and especially to 
the president. 

A LAUGHABLE SCENE. 

Asthe minutes, however, lengthened to 
quarter of an hour, and the president and his 
cabinet continued to stand in solemn state be- 
fore the instrument table, without occupation 
or immediat prospect of occupation em- 
baraesmentgave way toasenseof the ridicu- 
lous, and the president laughed heartily at 
the half whispered comments on the situation 
and the humorous explanations of the strange 
delay, which were made to him from time to 
time by Secretary Frelinghuysen, Vice Presi- 
dent Edmunds and other gentlemen, who 
stood near him. Finally, when the amuse- 
ment was fast giving place in its turn to exas- 
peration, at least in the breasts of most of the 
weary and hungry spectators, and when very 
disparaging remarks were beginning to be 
made with regard to the management or mis- 
management which compelled the president 
of the United States and his cabinet, the 
entire diplomatic corps and the. com- 
mittees from both houses of 
Congress to await standing for more than an 
hour the movements of the managers in New

The present occasion is the consummation of 
én enterprise inaugurated in conformity to an act 
of congress, passed less than two years ago, and 
authorizing the holding of a world’s industri _] 
and cotton centennial exposition, under the joint 
auspices of the United States, the national cotton 
plenter’s association, and the city of its location, 
New Orleans, Was then selected as 
the site of this world’s exposition, 
and in June, 1883. thirteen commissioners 
composing the board of managers wera appointed 
by the president of the United States,-and at once 
eniered upon the discharge of their duties. Atan 
early date, however, it became manifest that the 
liberality of the individuals of the city and state 
would be inadequate to meet the requirements of 
the eyer increasing magnitude of the undertak 
ing. Accordingly, an application for aid was 
made tothe United States, though congress, re- 
sulting in obteining that assistance which has so 
matetially contributed to the accom plishmt of the 
purpose conteinplated. From the commencement 
it was determined that nothing should 
give a] local or Sectional character 
to the great work, but that it 
should be, esittruly is,"a national and interna- 
tional exposition, and consequently to-day are 
assem bled here representatives of all nations of 
the world, side by side with those of our own na- 
tiona’ government, and of those of every state 
and territory of this United States. A] have con- 
tributed examples of their resourees and of the 
progress in this wonderful collection of indus- 
trial, commercial, educational and artistic object, 
now cpen tothe inspection of the world. How 
much of good shall result from the means of 
instruction here furnished is beyond mortal power 
to mensure, but certainly not the least benefit to 
be derived froin this exposition will be the closer 
and mere friendly intercourse of our own people 
with those of other countries, the deve!opment of 
common interests and the firmer establishment of 
peace in ourown country. It will be a monu- 
ment of the era of the unity of interests, of har- 
mony and good feeling, destined, it is believed, to 
endure as long as the continent itself shall exist, 
in which these now perfectly United States are es- 
tablished. Inow present to you this exposition 
ready as one of the best efforts within the brief 
period of time at our command, have been able 
to makeit, and for the degree of success attained 
we appeal to a generous judgment. :

THE PRESIDENT’S ANSWER. 

President Arthur then read, in a clear and 
deliberate manner, the following reply: 

In the name of the people of the republic, I con- 
gratuiate the citizens of the southwest ia their 
advancing prosperity, as manifested by the great 
international exposition now about to open. The 
intercst of the nation in that section of the com- 
monwealth has found expression in many ways, 
and notably in the appropriation for the improve- 
mentof the Mississippi and by the national loan 
to promote the present exposition. Situated as it 
is, at the gateway of trade between the United 
States and Ffouth America, it will attract 
the atiention of the people of the neighboring 
nations of the American system, and they will 
learn the importance of availing themselves of our 
products, as we will of theirs, and thus not only 
good fceling bu profitable intercourse between the 
United States and the states of Central and South 
America will be promoted. The. people, also, of 
ourown country, thus brought closer together, 
will find in this exposition of competing indus- 
tries motives for strengthening the bonds of broth- 
erhood. Railroads, telegraph lines and submarine 
cables have drawn much nearer the nations of the 
earth, and an essembly like this, of the represen- 
tatives of the different nations, is promotive 
of g ood will ard peace, while it 
advances the material welfare of all. The United 
States extends to those from foreign countrie3,wao 
visit us on this occasion, a cordial welcome, and 
now, at the executive mansion, in Washington, 
in the presence of the assembled representatives 
of the friendly nations of the world, of the presi: 
dent of the senate, of the speaker of the house of 
representatives. of the chief justice and associate 
justices of the supreme court, of the committee 
from each house of congress, and of the members 
ofimy cabinet, ji again, and in theirname, congrat 
ulate the promoters of the exposi- 
tion upon the auspicious inaugura- 
tion of an enterprise Which .promises 
such far reaching results. With my best wishes 
for the fulfillment of all its great purposes, I now 
declare that the World’s Industrial and Cotton 
centennial exposition is open.

SHERMAN AND DAVIS. 


AN OLD LETTER OF ALEX. STE- 
PHENS’ PUBLISHED. 


General Sherman Produces a Letter Stolen from ths 
Eremis:s of Governor Johnson During the 
March to the Sea—It Fails to Sustaia 
the False Charges Against Davis. 


Wasuineton, December 16.—[Special.]—The 
New York Herald to-day contains a hitherto 
unpublished letter of Alexander H. Stephens, 
furnished by General Sherman, to show that 
Davis was suspected of despotic tendencies. 
Gcueral Sherman explains his possession of 
the jetter as follows: 

THE LETTER THIEF IDENTIFIED. 

ST. Louis, Mo., December 7, 1884.—The follow ing 
is a true copy of an original letter, loaned me by 
Dr. H. C. Robbins, of Creston, Ogle county, IIL, 
who was formerly surgeon of the one hundred 
aud first Dlinois infantry, who obtained it on the 
prempises of Mr. H. V. Johnson, at Sandy Grove, 
Ga., in the autumn of 1864, 

W. T. SHERMAN, General. 
THE SITUATION STATED. 

Mr. Stephens was replying te a letter trom 
Mr. Johnson, which rather severely accused 
him of not giving Davis proper support. 
After stating his opinion of Davis's policy, 
Stephens says: 

As for Mr. Davis, I repeat again, I have no feel 
ings of antipathy, much less of hostility. What 
opinions you may think I entertain of him, as 
you intimated, I know nothing, but I have no 
hesitancy in stating to you freely and frankly, and 
most confidentially, what my opinions of him 
are. They are much moreakin to suspicion and 
jealousy than of animosity or hate. While I do 
not, and never have regarded himas a great man 
or tcsman on a large scale,or a manof any 
maked genius, yet l have regarded him as a man 
of gcod inter tions, weak and vacillating, timid 
petulant, peevish, obstinate, but not firm. I am 
now beginning to doubt his good intention. 

WHY STEPHENS DOUBTED. 

I say doubt, for after watching him closely I am 
not satisfied in my own mind, nor havel arrived 
at any conclusion, whether some of his short- 
comings are to be attributed to weakness or bad 
purposes. These are my real sentiments, and my 
reasons for them are these: Since his first eleva- 
tion to power he has changed many of his former 
states rights principles, as in the case of conscrip- 
tion. His whole policy, the organization and 
discipline of the army, is periectly consistent with 
the hypothesis that he is aiming at absolute 
power. Nota word has come from him of mili- 
tary usurpation in the orders for martial law by 
Breage and YVanDorn. Inthe whole system of pass- 
ports and provost marshals, which is utterly 
wrong and without authority of law, after all that 
mey be said or writien by myself and others 
agairst these usurpations, not one word has es- 
caped Mr. Davis showing his disapproval of them, 

CHARACTERISTIC OF STEPHENS. 

The paragraph which stamps the letter as 

genuine beyond doubt, contains the following 


- characteristic language: 


‘How you could have got the impression, or en- 
tertained the thought, that I had an antipathy to 
Mr. Davis, or was hostile to him, is strange and 
unaccountable tome. You surely have heard me 
in conversation speak of his weakness and imbe- 
cility, but certainly with no bitterness of feeling, 
and what I have seid on this sub- 
ject has always been more in sor- 
10W than anger. I had no more 
feeling of resentment toward him for these than 
I had toward the defects and infirmities of my 
poor old blind and deaf dog that you saw when 
you were here. Poorold Ris, he isdead now and 
gone to his long rest. Peace to his ashes and 
honor to his memory. While I deplore his infirm- 
ities I certainly have no feeling of unkindness to 
him.”’ 

GEORGIA’S ATTITUDE BROUGHT IN. 

In conelusion he makes this reference to 
Georgia’s attitude toward the Davis adminis- 
tration: 

“But I must add, in conclusion, that you are, I 
think, mistaken in supposing that the Inte move- 
ment in Georgia was started with any view toward 
the organization of a party against Mr. Davis or 
his administration. I know all about that move- 
ment. If allusion is made to Governor Brown’s 
message, I advised it, from stem to stera, and ap 
prove it. I don’t mean the language, but the 
policy and the course taken; and I know [ had no 
such object, thought of none such, nor dreamed 
ofapy such. Itis the proclamation and vindica- 
tion of great essential truths that I desired to see 
set forth at the right time and ona proper occa- 
sion.”’ 

SENATOR BROWN REFUSES TO. TALK. 

To-night I asked Senator Brown if he had 
anything to say in reference to this mA&tter. 
He denied the statement that he had ad- 
vised with Stephens regarding the message 
alluded to, but said he: “I have refused to say 
anything whatever in reference to the discus- 
sion between General Sherman and Mr. Davis. 
It is a question between those gentlemen. I 
shall say nothing unless I am brought into 
this discussion ina way which will require 
me to speak of my own official conduct.’’ 

Senator Brown said no more. 

CONGRESSIONAL COMMENT, 

Considerable comment has been made 
among the congressmen on Stephens’s letter. 
it is pretty generally agreed that the letter is 
no help toSherman, He charged that Davis 
wrote a letter, declaring his intention to use 
coercion, if necessary,to keep states in the 
confederacy, and it does him no good to pub- 
lish a letter which only gives Stephens’s in- 
terpretation of Davis’ motives, as he suspected 
them. F. H. B.

PARKER’S BAD RECORD. 


Denounced ‘as a Thief aud 
less Liar 

_ Wasnrxctox, December 16.—The investiga- 
tion of the charges brought by J. J. Barker 
against the management of the office of the 
first comptroller of the treasury, was contin- 
ued to-day, and the witnesses were examined 
as to Barker’s personal character. Barker is 
from Kansas. 

EE. W. Ayres, correspondent for the Kansas 
City Times, said Barker’s reputation was bad, 
and that he would not believe him under oath. 
He-had volunteered testimony against Senator 
Ingallsin the investigation of that gentle- 
man’s election to the senate several years ago, 
which ‘proved a lie from beginning to end.” 

Ex Governor Crawford, of Kansas, and other 
citizens of Kansas and residents of Washing- 
ton, testified unanimously that Barker’s repu- 
tation was wholly bad. Crawford said, in his 
own state, it was that of a conscienceless liar 
end athiet whohad been aided and counte- 
ranced by honest people for the sake of his 
family. 

Mr. Linton, chief of one of the divisions in 
the first comptrolier’s office, was called to 
testify in regard to the fraudulent claim of the 
state of Florida against the Unitea States for 
$16,584, referred to by Judge Lawrence in his 
testimony yesterday. Linton said that only 
be or Barker could have made out the claim. 
fie himself was out of the city atthe time 
He believed that Barker 
made it out, from the similarity o 
Barker’s handwriting and that which 
appeared in the document. He said that 
when he first saw it, he thought it was fraud- 
ulent, and referred it to Judge Lawrence as 
scon es that gentleman returned from Ohio. 
Barker was called into Judge Lawrence’s office, 
and denied having any knowledge of the claim. 
Next day he tendered his resignation.

THE GERMAN ANARCHISTS. 


The Story ofthe Attempt to*Blow up the 
Neiderwald Monument, 

Lerpsic, December 16.—The names of the 
anarchists, besides Reinsdorf and Bachmann, 
whose trial was begun here yesterday for at- 
tenipting to cause anexplosion at the unveil- 
ing of the Neiderwald monument to Germany, 
are Kulechlen, Rupsch, Holzheur, Solhnegen, 
Rheinback and Faellner. The trial, it is 
thought, will last a week. Four counsel 
aie employed by the defense. Rupsch 
has contessed that Remsdorf ordered him to 
fire the mine. This consisted of a large stone 
jar and a glass bottle filled with dynamite, 
and furftished with percussion caps. To these 
a fuse was attached, and the whole was placed 
in a drain which crosses the road about tea 
minutes’ walk from Niederwald. He was 
ordered to fire the train when the Emperor 
William’s carriage was fifty feet distant 
from the drain, by applying a lighted cigar to 
the end of the fuse, placed at the side of the 
roadway. Rupsch asserts that he was unwill- 
ing to.effect the explosion, aud only applied 
an unlighted cigar. Kuechlen upraided 
Rupsch tor his failure, and the latter gave as 
explanation for his failure that the fuse was 
wet, and failed to light. Kuechler then told 
Rupsch to place a new tinder in the fase and 
explode the ming when the emperor was re- 
turning. Rupsch returned to the drain,fastened 
a fresh tinder to the fuse, but cut the fuse in 
two about two metres from the charge. When 
the emperor returned and was atthe proper 
spot, Rupsch applied a burning cigar tothe 
fuse and . walked away. Kuechlen was 
very angry at the second failure, and when 
the road was clear of people, removed the 
dy namite to the grand pavil- 
jon at Rudesheim, ‘where a_ concert 
was in progress. Kuechlen’ thereupon 
sneaked away, and Rupsch exploded the dyn- 
smite ten paces from the pavilion, and ran 
away. He declares that he only wislred to see 
the unveiling of the monument without ex- 
pense, and that he intended from the first to 
frustrate the murderous plan. The prosecu- 
tion regard the last statement and also the 
statement that he applied an unlighted cigar to 
the fuse and cut the fuse, as. inventions made 
by Rupsch for the purpose of exculpating 
himselt. 


THE HOWGATE SCANDAL. 


An Officer Burgiarizes the Papers of Lieu- 
tenant Greely. 

Wasuinaton, December 16.—The@ Republi- 
can has information that the burglary of Lieu- 
tenant Greely’s desk, at the signal office, made 

uublic Sunday, was the work of Sergeant Otto 
fToltnorth, of the signal office. Haltnorth 
bad been largely instrumental in uncovering 
Howgate’s frauds, and had formed the opinion 
that other officers in the corps were implicated 
with Howgate. Greely was one of those whoin 
Haltnorth suspected, and when Greely re- 
cently turned to his desk in the signal office 
here, Haltnorth imbibed the suspicion that he 
was in communication with Howgate. To 
verify this suspicion» he broke open Gree- 
ly’s desk, and copied a portion of his 
papers. He then imparted his discovery to 
Representatives Guenther and Deuster, who 
carried it to Secretary Lincoln. Greely had 
informea Lincoln of his having previously 
received a communication from Howgate. 
Haitnorth was dispatched west to the place 
where Howgate was supposen to be, to arrest 
him. The result of his errand has not yet 
transpired.

TELEPHONE TO THE HUB, 


Merchants who May Easily Converse with 
Business Men Many Miles Away. 

Boston, December 16.—Hereafter conversa- 
tion between Boston and New Yorkcan be 
carried on as readily as if the two cities were 
two instead of 230 miles apart. The South 
New England Telephone company has an of- 
fice at No. 4 Pear! street, from which point 
commupnication may be had with all telephone 
subscribers and stations in Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and New, York city. There are ten 
double lines to Providence, and three from 
that point to New York, via New Haven. 

The voice ofa person in Providence is heard 
as distinctly as though in an adjoining room, 
and words spoken in a tone that could not be 
heard ten feet from the speaker are caught with 
remarkable distinctness at the station forty 
miles away. New York is almost as good on some 
dsys, and on other days it is liable to the in- 
terruption from cross wires, which often inter- 
fere with the local system.

BLAINE’S BITTER BILE. 


HE DISMISSES HIS SUIT AGAINST 
THE SENTINEL, 


On the Ground That a Man Cannot Get Justice in 
an Indiana Court—He Acouses Burchard of 
Having Been Bought Up by Chairman 
Gorman to Make His Speech. 


Wasuixneton, December 16.—Hon. James G. 
Blaine this morning dismissed his libel suit 
egeinst the Sentinel in the United States court 
at Indianapolis. His principal ground was 
that he could not get justice in Indiana, It 
was to be tried on the 23d instant, 

The following is the letter to his attorneys: 


WatHINGTON, December 10th, 1884.—To Messrs, 
Harrison, Miller and Elam, counsellors at law.— 
Gentlemeu:—When I requested yon,in august 
last. to bring suit against the publishers of the 
Indianapolis Sentinel for libel, { did so in the be- 
lief that the wrong done me by that. paper, being 
entirely of a personal and domestic character, 
could be fairly tried without undue influence 
from political considerations. I confess [ was 
profoundly amaze to find the matter at once 
taken up, and the libel reproduced with all possi. 
ble exaggeration in every democratic paper in [a- 
diana. Except from three members of the demo- 
cratic party of that state, 1 neverheard thata 
word of dissent or disapproval was spoken, while 
the great mass of the democratic speakers repeat- 
ed the libel from every stump in Indiana 
with a vituperative rabcor, with 
gibes and ribald jest. It was thus made, so far as 
any matter of the kind could be made, an issue in 
:nexciting political cam paign,andthe democratsof 
the state were thoroughly puisoned in their minds 
in rexard tothe question to be decided at law. 
Undersuch conditions it is simply impossibie 
thai l can obtain a fair trade, or that I can expect 
any other resultthan that which uaiformly at- 
tends a political libel suit growing out of an ex- 
citing campaign in this country. If 
I were uplair enough to desire 
a jury com posed of my owa 
pertisans, Icould not haye it. A properly con- 
stituted jury in Indiana would be composed of 
the membersof both political parties.in about 
equal proportion. When I visited Indiaaa, in Oc- 
tober, [ was repeated advisedly that six democrats 
could not be found in the state who, ina political 
suit, would givea verdict against their leading 
party organ. This did not necessarily convey an 
inputation upon their personal integrity as citi- 
ze_s,but simply thatthe blindingof party prejudice 
would utterly prevent an impartial! consideration 
of the evidercesubmitted. lam poweriess and 
unable to fight the Sentinel newspaper in an In- 
diana court, but I would stand no chance what- 
ever against the consolidated venom of the deme- 
cratic party ofthe state. With these surround- 
ings, and with this prospect, it is idle for me to 
go through the trouble and annoyance ofa trial. 
The questions propounded by the bill of discovery 
bave'alre oy been substantially and fully answered 
by me,and | am willing to leave my writtou state 
ment and answers under oath to the judgment of 
the public Ido not choose to have the case indi- 
rectly concluded by a technicality, or suffered to 
die in silence, I prefer to make tbis frank and 
open statement of the reason which induced me to 
believe the prosecution of the case would be uiterly 
fruitless, Very respectfully,

THE ADMISSION OF DAKOTA, 


The Senate on the Coinage of Silver--Mr, 
Beck and the Sliver Bill, 
Wasnincton, December 16.—Mr. Ingalls 
presided over the senate to-day, having been 
designated by the president under the rules. 
Mr. Lapham presented remonstrances 
against the ratification of the Nicarauguan 
treaty, but Mr. Sherman raised the point of 


‘order that the treaty was executive business, 


and had not been ordered published, and that 
remonstrances should, therefore, be presented 
in executive session. 

Mr. Allison reported from the committee 
on appropriations, and the senate read three 
times and passed, the house joint resolution 
providing for the payment, on the 20th in- 
stant, of the salaries of the employes of the 
senate and the house, 

Mr. Hoar submitted a resolution, to be called 
up to-morrow, providing that when working 
on the calendar hereafter the senate shall give 
preference to house bills. He said that out of 
over 300 bills on the senate calendar only 22 
were bills that had been passed by the house, 
and Mr. Hoar thought it was best for the sen- 
ate to first dispose of the bills that had a pros- 
pect of being law than to spend the time on 
new bills which, even if passed by the senate, 
would probably fail to be acted on in the house, 
and would have to be introduced again at the 
next session. The resolution went over. 

A resolution introduced by Mr. Aldrich was 
agreed to calling onthe secretary of state 
to communicate to the senate all accessible in 
formation regarding the extent and character 
ofthe foreign trade with Mexico, the Central 
aznd South American states, Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and San Domingo, to include if possible, a 
detailed statement of the value and character 
ot the manufactured and other articles com- 
prising the imports and exports of such states 
and islands, and also the share of the United 
States in the trade of each, and the portion of 
such imports and exports transported in ves- 
sels belunging to citizens of the United 
States. 

Mr. Call, presented the petition of the citi- 
zens of Florida, praying for an appropriation 
of $35,000 for continuing the improvement of 
Tampa Bay, Florida. Referred to the com- 
mittee on commerce. 

The senate, proceeding to the calendar, 
read athird time ard passeda few private 
bills. 

MR. BECK AND THE SILVER BILL, 

The unfinished business being the Dakota 
bill, was temporarily laid aside to permit Mr. 
Beck to continue bis remarks of P porte J on 
the silver question. He repeated that silver 
bad never head fair treatment from 
aby of our administrations, nor 
any member of it.

Providing for the Recess—Passage of the 
Inter-State Commerce Bill, 

WasHineton, December 16.—In the house 
by the appointment of Speaker Carlisie, the 
house was called to order this morning by Mr. 
Springer, of Illinois, as speaker pro tem. 

On motion of Mr. Skinner, of New York, 
a bill was passed amending section 3940 of the 
revised statutes relating to the forwarding of 
mail matter. It authorizes postmasters to 
forward mail matter of the second, third and 
fourth class, on which postage has once been 
paid in full. This rule is now in force in ree 
gard to mail matter of the first class. 

On motion of Mr. Rosecrans, of California, 
Tuesday, January 6, was assigned for the con- 
sideratien of business reported from the come 
mittee on military affairs, 

Mr. Morrison, chairman of the committee 
on ways and means, reported a rosolution pro- 
viding fora holiday recess from the 234 of 
December until the 5th of January. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, wished to offer an 
amendment providing that the recess shall 
begin dn the 20th of December, but Mr. Mors 
rieon declined to yield and demanded the pre- 
vious question. | 

On crdering the previous question the vote 
on division stood 84 to 83. The yeas and na

One case wi 
mentioned wherea farmer had lost all of hi 
hogs by the disease, after feeding away more coro 
in value then would bave supplied him with wes- 
tern corn aud eat foranother year. The disease 
appears to be spreading aud pinnters through that 
section a ecrestly discouraged, Very few of them 
have killed their hogs, owing to the mildness of 
the winter thuefar The disease appears to attack 
their fattest porkers first, and death follows ina 
very short timeafter.

THE M'PHERSON BANK BILL. 

Two-thirds of the house has agreed to con- 
sider, on the sixteenth day of next month, the 
McPherson bank bill, which has already 
passed the senate. The bill permits the nai- 
ional banks to issue notes up to the par value 
of bonds deposited as security fortheir re- 
demption. At present they can issue only 
80 per cent of the par value of their bonds. 
The banks favor the plan, and it is very 
probable that the bill will becomea law. !t 
is not, however, very clear that it will give 
the banks much relief if taxation is main- 
tained at present rates. If we continue to 
gather in $100,000,000 a yearmore than is 
neecied for the economical administration of 
the gevernment, bonds must be drawn in, 
and when the three per cents are exhausted, 
as they wili bein about two years, the gov- 
ernment will naturally become a bidder for 
the fours and four-and-a-half per cents. The 
privileges of the McPherson bill will also 
operate to advance the price of government

Even as things stand the banks of New York 
city are retiring their circulation, the with- 
drawals of the pest year aggregating $4,751,- 
600. FEightofthe national banks of that 
city, including the Coemical and the Aimeri- 
can Exchange, have no circulation whatever, 
and the Tradesmen’s has only $30,000 as 
against $900,000 a few months ago. If the 
McPherson bill makes government bonds 
more yaluable it will beapt to cause a re- 
duction of circulation in the east that will 
counterbsiance any gain in the interior. 

There seems to be only two good roads that 
we can travel—we must either reduce taxa- 
tion, thereby retarding the redemption of 
the debt, or else we must makeup our minds 
to let the debt and abank currency go out 
together. In the latter case the government 
would gain what the banks lose;;for green- 
backs or gold or silver certificates beari ng no 
interest would supplant the notes of the 
banks, The notes of the banks produce in- 
terest, oitentimes at high rates, but under 
the present system 1t goes into the pockets 
of individuals instead of the common purse.

DIVORCE LAWS. 

The south, as it appears, can compete with 
the nertb inthe mattter of cheap pig iron, 
though the competition is somewhat modest 
as\yet, but it has not become highly enongh 
civilized io compete with the north in the 
ease, faci.ity and promptness with which the 
marriage lie is dissolved, The New York 
Herald, which bas been looking oyer the 
ground and gathering statistics on the sub- 
ject, finds that there are nearly seven hun- 
dred suits for divorce pending in the courts 
of Chicago, and more than seyen hundred 
pending in the courts of Philadelphia. Now, 
it is generally supposed that Chicago holds, 
and deserves to hold, a place of special pre- 
eminence as the headquarters of the average 
American divorce lawyer—as the one place 
on this broad continent of ours where people 
dissatisfied (with reason or without reason) 
with the married state, could have no sort of 
difficulty in getting the bonds severed and no 
questions asked. Under these circumstances 
the Herald’s figures for Chicago are not atal) 
striking or peculiar. On the contrary, the 
probability is that its correspondent found 
the divorce business very dull—duller 
than it bas been for years. Editor J oseph 
Meddle, viewing this stagnation—which 1s in 
& measvre commercial, since it affects go 
many large interests in Chicago—Editor 
Meddl¢, we say, viewing this stagnation 
throvgh his gold-rimmed spectacles, would 
probably attribute it to the uneasiness crea-

tions for divorce pending in the Philade! phia 
courts. In Philadelphia! Where the moral 
atmosphere is. supposed to. be purity itself 
In Philadelphia! Where the sight of the beau- 
tiful white window blinds and the memory 
of George William Henry Ritrenhouse are 
sufficient in themselves to make ordinary 
mortals happy and contented. 

Seriously, the showing isa bad one. If the 
taint, speading out from New England, where 
free-loveism had its cradle, has reached Chi- 
cago—creeping westward—and Philadelphia, 
creeping southward—how long will it be 
before it reaches the south? Happily, it has 
not reached us yet, but there are symptoms, 
even in the south, that the sanctity of the 
marriage relation is more lightly thought of 
by legisidtures and by the courts than for- 
merly. Most of the social evils in this coun- 
iry—divorce amongst them—are the result 
of a reaction against the puritanism of New 
England. The trouble is that the reaction is 
as unhealthy and as ‘unnatural as puritan- 
ism itself, and more injarious to the public 
morals,
